Charles Francis Adams for Gover- 
nor. If there -vas any prospect oi 
success for that party it -would not 
have nominated Adams. But there 
is no other man who can so well af- 
ford to be defeated. He is.not pop 
ular -with many Democrats for va- 
rious reasons; one of which is that 
lie's not much of aDcmocrathimself. 
In fact he belongs to the aristocracy 
of intellect, clean shirts, and r. 
stmvnoh old family with a good deal 
of Federalist ulood in his veins. 
And yet the nomination is iu somt 
degree creditable to the Democrats. | 
They have nominated a man who is 
really not of them, but who belongs 
to one of the most illustrious fami- 
lies in Massachusetts. He is a mac

AN ADDITIONAL BAFEOTJA.BD. 


As au additional precaution, tho 


Treasurer does not keep a very largo 
amount of coin on hand, but puts 
the greatest part of it for safe-keep- 
ing in the various banks of this city. 
This greatly lessens the risk xof 
losing any large amount. Even if 
the extraordinary safeguards at the 
Treasury vaults should be beateu by 
experts, only a small portion of the 
county's money would skedaddle up 
the flume; and in case either one of 
the Oakland banks should be suc- 
cessfully burglarized, or .the money 
otherwise' take a walk, but a small 
portion of the county money would 
bo lost, and that the stockholders 
will have to make good.

""Of course the money thus specially 
deposited is not allowed to be used 
and speculated with by the banks.
